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Brake Failure Blamed 
Rig Plunges Into River, Hits Barge 


Heavy equipment is scheduled 
to try again today to haul this 
jack knifed tractor-trailer from 
its watery resting place along­ 
side a sand-laden barge on the 
shore of the Ohio River at the 
Milliron Co., where it plunged 
Monday afternoon about 3:45, 
dropping down a 50 - foot em­ 
bankment. 
The new tractor and its 24- 
foot dump trailer coasted over 
the embankment into the river 


when the driver went into a 
building nearby to turn on wa­ 
ter and wash out the bed. 
It slammed into the side of 
the barge, punching a 3-x-6-inch 
hole in the heavy metal j u s t 
above the waterline. The Mid­ 
iron Co. said there is no danger 
of the barge sinking, as the 
hole has been plugged tempor­ 
arily with timber. The barge is 
owned by the Dravo C o r p . of 
Pittsburgh. 


The rig, valued at 120.000, is 
owned by the Erskine Dump & 
Steel Service Co. of Lowellville. 
James Bryan, the driver, said 
the brakes apparently let go and 
allowed the rig to go over the 
embankment. Bryan was plan­ 
ning to wash out the trailer be­ 
fore loading rock salt. No one 
was injured. 
The value of the barge and 
its cargo was estimated unof­ 


ficially at $100,000 Bryan said 
the wrecked tractor is worth 
$6,000 and the trailer is valued 
at $4,000. 
The Robinson Truck E q u i p - 
ment Co. of New Castle sent a 
heavy wrecker here last night, 
but was unsuccessful in the at­ 
tempt to retrieve the big rig. 
It was scheduled to send in 
more equipment today for an 
other attempt.

tense minister was so incorigrous that the 
friends of the prime minister implored him 
to get rid of Menno. Even the right wing 
of the Communist party in India demanded 
his resignation, knowing the danger of in­ 
viting Chinese attack by weakening India’s 
defense beyond any point of reason. 
Only when Red China attacked India did 
Nehru demote his pet cabinet minister from 
the top to the bottom. And only when the 
Indian parliament convened Nov. 8 did word 
go out to the prime minister to get rid of 
his discredited friend altogether. 


It is remarkable that so many Americans, 
Britons, Frenchmen, Italians. Germans and 
so on should be aware of the political col­ 
lapse of Krishna Menon in India. But there 
is a remarkable reason for their interest. 
They all thought it should have happened 
years ago. 
Here was one of several potential suc­ 
cessors to Prime Minister Nehru. Yet, he 
moved from the top of the political pile to 
the bottom and then resigned from political 
responsibility entirely over one 
awesome 
mistake in judgment. 
The mistake was so large and its conse­ 
quences promise to be so terrible that it 
will be a horrible example for all others ex­ 
posed to the sam e risk. 


MENON made his political future depend 
on the nonexistent good faith of Communist 
politicians, who are bound by no principles, 
no code of conduct, no morality. He me­ 
thodically kept the defense of India weak 
against the angry opposition of Indian mil­ 
itarists because he believed Chinese Com­ 
munists would not attack.

No Matter For Local Option 


Though it may have 
seemed

Ohioans that failure to approve the proposed 
Lawson amendment in

election 
would preserve the status quo, at least until 
the General Assembly convened, the opposite 
may be true. 
In some localities, defeat of the proposal 
is being interpreted as a mandate in re­ 
verse to crack down on Sunday merchan­ 
dising. 
That means some forms of merchandis­ 
ing offensive to people who want everything 
closed tight will be harassed by the law on 
a hit-and-miss basis. This has been 
the 
trouble in the past. 
Sunday closing laws are like laws against 
gambling. 
T h e y cannot be enforced ab­ 
solutely, so the alternative is to enforce 
them selectively. But when any law is en­ 
forced selectively, the question arises as to 
the basis for selection. 
Sunday merchandising is 
not 
uniformly 


troublesome throughout the state. It is most 
troublesome in areas of dense population 
where potential Sunday business is a power­ 
ful 
temptation to enterprise. 
It is least 
troublesome in areas where six-days-a-week 
merchandising is universal practice by com ­ 
mon consent. 
This newspaper believed in the purpose of 


the Lawson proposal while doubting that the 


purpose should be carried out by a constitu­ 


tional amendment. It thought statutory law. 


like the recent changes that cleared up the 


Sunday status of entertainment and recrea­ 
tion in Ohio, would be preferable. 
The possibility that law enforcers may in­ 
terpret the state vote turning down the pro­ 
posal as a mandate from extremists to turn 
up the heat makes it even more necessary 
for the next General Assembly to clear up 
state policy on Sunday business. It is not 
properly a matter for local option. 


Truth Won t Be Self-Evident 


During the six to eight months that will 


pass before the Surgeon General’s Advisory 


Committee on Smoking and Health reports, 


the touchy subject of smoking will be un­ 


touched The truth is not easy to determine. 


If the committee report confirms what no 
longer is an issue — that immoderate use 
of tobacco is as dangerous to health as im­ 
moderate use of alcohol and food — the 
truth still won't be self-evident. 
The truth is that tobacco has been linked 
by circumstantial evidence to lung cancer, 
which is such a dreaded affliction it over­ 
shadows what probably is tobacco’s most 
dangerous side-effect — circulatory ailments. 


‘Secret W ar" 


WASHINGTON 
The United States is deeply involved in 
the biggest “secret" war in its history. 
Crisis over Cuba and Berlin may come 
and go, but the war to suppress the Com­ 
munist Viet Cong guerillas in South V i e t 
Nam grinds on and on—with no end in sight. 
Never have so many U.S. military men 
been involved in a combat arena without a 
formal program to inform the public about 
what goes on. 
It is a war fought without official reports 
of any sort to the public on the number 
of troops involved nor the amount rd treas­ 
ure being poured in. 
There are two reasons for this lack of 
information, according to “unofficial” (not 
for attribution) statements at the State De­ 
partment. 


THE KIRST is that if the United States 
issued communiques, it would leave the im­ 
pression that the Vietnamese 
government 
served merely as a U.S. puppet 
The second involves a form of 20th-cen­ 
tury diplomatic double talk. 
Under the terms of the 1954 Geneva ac­ 
cord which brought Viet Nam independence 
from France and resulted in the establish­ 
ment of a Communist government in North 
Viet Nam. all parties agreed to refrain from 
the introduction of additional arms. 
Both sides have ignored the arms ban, 
but nobody has admitted anything officially, 
apparently on the premise that if it isn’t 
admitted, it isn’t happening 
From time to time, to be sure, there are 
reports of men killed in action against the 
Communist Viet Cong. Once in awhile a high 
ranking Pentagon official will describe prog­ 
ress in the war in vague, general terms. 
The United States is in South Viet Nam 
to halt the spread of Communism through 
what Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
calls “wars of liberation.” In this effort it 
is allied with the South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment headed by President Ngo Doth Diem. 
By Western standards. 
Diem 
is 
bv no 
means an ideal ally. Considerable evidence 
indicates that Diem operates a ruthless po­ 
lice state, but it must be borne in mind 
that Viet Nam is historically a despotism. 


WHETHER Diem ’s police state is also a 
corrupt one is a matter of vigorous dispute. 
The U.S. Agency for International Develop­ 
ment has sent two of its top investigators 
to the South Vietnamese capital at Saigon to 
find out how local officials distributed sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars worth of U.S. 
aid.

DESPITE widespread 
arrests, 
however, 
there remains a core of anti * Diem opposi­ 
tionists. Their clandestine literature charges 
that Diem s very attitude sows the seeds of 
Communism. 


To help suppress the Communist V i e t 
Cong, the United States has commited—un­ 
officially— 10,000 soldiers, Marines and air­ 
men to South Viet Nam as m i l i t a r y 
“advisers.” 


Since 
mid-1960. 
the United 
States 
has 
poured — unofficially — some $2,000,000,000 
worth of military and economic aid i n t o 
South Viet Nam. 


For Washington newsmen 
interested 
in 
what goes on in South Viet Nam, there are 
background briefings by Pentagon and State 
Department officials, none of whom will per­ 
mit quotation by name. 


Then there are reports by U.S. corres­ 
pondents in South Viet Nam. 
The two accounts cd what goes on con­ 
trast so greatly that sometimes it is diffi­ 
cult to determine whether they refer to the 
sam e war.

Minister Kuznetsov has b e e n 
hailed here as the genial sort, 
the get-along kind.

Mr. Kuznetsov is the man who 
created the global Soviet labor 
organization, which was described 
by Allen Dulles in his old CIA 
days as the agency for money 
and manpower for the sabotage 
and destruction of American mil­ 
itary bases and prestige across 
the world. 
Kuznetsov launched this organ­ 
ization, The World Federation of 
Trade Unions, in London back in 
early 1945 Using this worldwide 
network he destroyed anti-Com- 
munist unions. 
One of his first assignments 
was to drive democratic unions 
out of postwar Germany and turn 
the defeated land’s industrial po­ 
tential over to the Soviets.

1958 they achieved a membership 
of 283 as against their 259 this past 
week. 
Nobody seems to have pointed 
out also that no Democratic pres­ 
ident since the 1930s — when the 
Democrats elected 322 members 
in the House in 1934 and 333 mem­ 
bers in 1930 — has had anywhere 
near these totals in either a pres­ 
idential or an off-year election. 
The fact stands out that, were 
it not for the help of its conserva­ 
tive wing in the South, the Demo­ 
cratic party today would be a mi­ 
nority party. 
Thus, there are, for istance. 95 
Democrats in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives from the ll states of 
the South and without these votes 
in the New Congress which as­ 
sembles in January the Democrats 
would have only 164 seats as con­ 
trasted with the 176 held by the 
Republicans. 
Since most of the Republicans 
are conservatives, this means that 
the conservative coalition of Re­ 
publicans and Democrats in t h e 
House of Representatives retains 
a substantial majority — just as 
effective as the coalition majori­ 
ties which have prevailed since 
1938 


BUT, INASMUCH as the 
1934 
election has received so much at­ 
tention as a basis for comparison, 
it is interestmg to note that after 
the bank holiday and deep depres­ 
sion of 1933, the election of 1934 
furnished the first opportunity for 
the voters to express themselves 
wi that issue. 
They were not only showing 
their resentment against the Re­ 
publican party for allegedly hav­ 
ing brought on the economic deb­ 
acle. but they were impressed by 
the efforts made by the Roosevelt 
administration to bring recovery. 
That’s why in the 1936 election the 
Democratic 
party 
actually in­ 
creased its seats in the House of 
Representatives from 322 in 1934 
to 333 in 1936 
But two years later the turn 
came. 
The people 
became im­ 
patient over the failure (rf the New 
Deal to wipe out unemployment. 
I^rge numbers of voters also dis­ 
approved of President Roosevelt’s 
attempt to tamper with the Su­ 


preme Court. Accordingly, in the 
1938 off-year election, the Demo­ 
cratic membership in the House of 
Representatives dripped from 333 
to 262. This loss of 71 seats was a 
crushing blow for New Dealism or 
“liberalism.” It was then that the 
present-day coalition really began 
to rule Congress. 
Significantly, in the presidential- 
election year of 1940 — due to the 
continued rise of the conservative 
trend — the Democratic strength 
in the house increased by only five 
seats to a total of 267. 
The Democrats didn’t achieve 
that height again for 18 years. It 
was just four years ago that the 
discontent of the voters over the 
1957 economic recession enabled 
the Democrats to move t h e i r 
membership in the house up to 


283. 
So, with the exception of the 
1958 
election, 
the 
Democratic 
party has not since gone beyond 
the 267 figure it obtained in 1940 
But, to be realistic, it is neces­ 
sary to subtract from every one of 
these Democratic majorities since 
1938 
anywhere 
from 95 to 106 
Democratic votes from the South­ 
ern States. There are now l l Re­ 
publican members of the house 
from the South. 


THE UNITED STATES main­ 
tains, therefore, 
a conservative 
legislative body, and all the talk 
about how a few so-called “lib­ 
erals” here and there now can put 
through really radical legislation 
is not persuasive. 
When the chips are down a n d 
some crucial measure likely to af­ 
fect the economic situation ad­ 
versely is proposed by the admin­ 
istration, even many of these “lib­ 
erals” will run to cover by failing 
to vote. 
Off-year elections are usually in­ 
terpreted by the partisans to suit 
their own wishes. Thus, the Demo­ 
cratic strategy today seems to be 
lo emphasize the results of last 
week as a Kennedy victory be­ 
cause the administration didn't 
lose as many seats as incumbent 
administrations have lost before in 
off-year elections. 
The truth probably is that the 
economic situation in general is 
about the same as it was at the 
time of the I960 election and that, 
if the Cuban situation had not stir­ 
red many voters to go to the polls, 
the Democratic party might have 
sustained bigger losses in 
t h e 
House of Representatives. 
About all the congressional elec­ 
tion of 1962 can be interpreted to 
mean is that the two parties re­ 
tain relatively the same strength 
as they had two years ago, and 
that the nation will really see a 
battle between them rn 1964, with 
the outcome largely dependent on 
whether the country is in a re­ 
cession or moving up to a better 
economic level than prevails to­ 
day

MOSCOW 
The true symbol of Moscow in 
1962 is not the onion domes of 
the Kremlin or the heavy classical 
facade of the Bolshoi Theater, 
but the tall crane hanging over a 
growing lock of apartments. 
The blocks are the first thing 
that the traveller notices as he 
enters the city, and there are few 
districts outside the old city center 
that do not boast a sizeable col­ 
ony of them. 


Moscow, together wi t h other 
cities in the Soviet Union, is mak­ 
ing a gigantic effort to end a hous­ 
ing problem which has plagued 
the country for many years. 


First, it is planned that each 
family should have its own apart­ 
ment — at present many families 
living in old houses are forced 
to share kitchens and bathrooms. 
By 1980 the aim is to give each 
member of a family a separate 
room — until then a family may 
have its own private kitchen and 
bathroom, but two rooms may 
well have to be shared by mother 
and father with two children 


THIS WILL SEEM 
a 
modest 
enough aim to some people living 
in the West, but its modesty is an 
excellent indication of the size of 
the problem. 
Another is the obsession of Mos­ 
cow builders with speed. Until 
quite recently, blocks

acceptably plain to the ugly, and 
took one or two years to build. 
Today most of the apartments 
under construction are assembled 
on site from factory-made parts. 
A five-story block, with from 8ft 
to IOO units, has been assembled 
in one of the new districts of 
Moscow in less than a month (ex­ 
cluding, of course, work on the 
foundations). 
An even quicker method is be­ 
ing studied in which far bigger 
factory - made sections covering 
the whole width of the block are 
assembled on site to make a five 
story block in five days, plus an­ 
other four to finish the job.

Toledo Central Makes Runaway Of State Grid Title

winner — and new champion of

Student Groups’ 
Discrimination 
Hit By Council 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Inter-University Council of Ohio. 
an organization composed of the 
prerident and a trustee from each 
of the six state institutions, has 
adopted a resolution outlawing 
discriminatory clauses in tile con­ 
stitutions of student organizations. 
The action, however, will have 
little effect on the Ohio state 
schools because most of them al­ 
ready have adopted a similar 
rule. 
The resolution provides that 
every student organization must 
be free to select its membership 
on the basis of individual merit" 
and proposed the withdrawal of 
university recognition from any 
organization having constitutional 
bans on race, religion or national 
origin. 
The resolution further states 
that organizations now having 
such provisions would be given a 
reasonable amount of time to re­ 
move restrictive passages or to 
obtain waivers from their na­ 
tional offices to the effect that 
the local unit is exempt from any 
such provisions in the constitution 
of the parent group. 
Exempt from the resolution, ac­ 


cording to William B. Coulter, 
executive secretary of the coun­ 
cil, would be any organization 
which has as its primary pur­ 
pose Ute deepening of religious 
faith, provided tile group’s con­ 
stitution clearly spells out the 
religious nature of the organiza­ 
tion.
